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Our  second  year  found  us  a  little  older  and  with  a  lot  more  confidence.  We  were  veterans— and 
we  had  the  scars  to  prove  it!  Some  of  us  had  departed,  and  after  Dr.  Galton  (accompanied  by 
Morrison  and  Boyd)  was  through  with  us  many  would  soon  join  them.  Our  year  with  Dr. Gal- 
ton was  pleasant,  although  we'll  probably  never  know  why  she  sat  down  on  the  floor  in  Room

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Students  Roar, 
Save  Our  School" 
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This  past  Friday,  March  3,  was  a  momentous 
one  for  CPS  students.  It  seems  March  came  in  like 
a  lion,  and  with  a  roar  of  "Save  our  school"  the 
students  at  CPS  shed  their  apathy.  Partly  spurred 
on  by  the  telecast  on  WNEW-TV  the  previous 
evening,  the  students  wielded  their  signs  and 
marched  a  picket  line  in  front  of  the  school  from 
9:00  A.M.  till  about  1:00  P.M.  Their  spirit 
undaunted  by  the  pouring  rain,  the  students 
chanted  louder  and  louder  "Save  our  School"  and 
occasionally  "Joe  must  go."  The  number  of 
students  varied  between  100  and  200,  Dr.  Rosoff 
estimated  60%  of  the  student  body  marched  and 
12  out  of  16  full-time  faculty  marched. 

Sal  Giorgianni,  a  fourth  year  student  who  was 
interviewed  on  the  news  Thursday  night,  felt  the 
telecast  and  demonstration  would  reach  the  drug 
companies,  and  the  more  publicity  we  get  the 
better.  Howard  Nadel,  the  Student  Council 
president,  was  observed  marching  the  picket  line 
for  a  short  time  and  remarked  that  there  was 
nothing  wrong  with  the  demonstration  and  he 
didn't  think  it  would  make  Columbia  back  away 
from  us.  The  students  were  supplied  with  plenty  of 
hot  coffee  and  sandwiches  compliments  of  Alex 
from  our  cafeteria. 

Some  of  the  signs  that  the  students  carried 
named  specific  drug  companies  for  not  helping  us: 
Endo,  Squibb,  and  Lilly  among  them.  Other  signs 


named  President  McGill  of  Columbia  for  his  lack  of 
support,  and  Mayor  Lindsay  was  implicated  also, 
"Lindsay-Why  Yankee  Stadium?  Why  Not  CPS?" 
A  foreign  student  carried  the  following  sign,  "I 
came  2,000  miles;  Where's  my  future?" 

For  a  short  time  Mr.  Borg,  the  school  business 
manager,  was  marching  the  line  next  to  Dr.  Weiner. 
When  asked  if  he  supported  the  demonstration  he 
replied,  1)  "I'm  walking  my  dog."  2)  "I'm  keeping 
Dr.  Weiner  company."  3)  "I'm  pulling  students  out 
of  line  who  didn't  pay  their  tuition." 

The  demonstration  was  completely  legal  and 
peaceful.  Three  policemen  watched  over  the 
proceedings.At  11 :30,  ABC  news  and  cameramen 
arrived.  After  getting  pictures  of  the 
demonstration,  they  interviewed  Assemblyman 
Brian  Sharoff(Dem-Brooklyn)  who  is  trying  to  help 
save  the  school.  He  was  made  aware  of  the 
situation  by  students  of  our  school.  In  an  interview 
with  the  ANODYNE,  he  stated  that  he  thinks  there 
is  "an  ineffective  administration"  in  the  school. 
When  asked  to  expound  on  this,  he  brought  up  the 
case  of  seven  business  managers  in  three  years.  He 
stated  that  since  the  Dean  is  the  executive  officer 
of  the  school  he  bears  the  responsibility  for  the 
situation  here.  He  also  stated  that  there  has  been 
"gross  mismanagement"  in  the  school  and  with  this 
demonstration  he  felt  the  citizens  of  New  York 
would  become  aware  of  the  situation.  When  asked

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In  our  fourth  year  we  came  of  age.  This  was  the  real  thing.  There  were  only  twenty  eight 
weeks  of  school,  but  oh  those  thirty  seven  exams  we  had  to  take.  If  there  was  a  way  to  O.D.  on 
Blue  Books  we  would  have  found  it.  It  was  as  if  we  spent  a  whole  year  in  Room  34.  The 
school  was  a  lot  different.  We  were  no  longer  a  big  happy  family,  but  at  least  the  teachers  had 
returned  to  their  classrooms. 

The  year  started  and  ended  with  Professor  Hassan.  At  times  he  was  "our  friend".  Unfortu- 
nately throughout  most  of  the  term  he  was  a  tyrant.  The  class  was  outspoken  in  their  criticism 
of  him,  and  once  again  the  record  was  set  straight.  By  the  time  the  year  had  ended  we  really 
were  friends. 


In  the  fourth  year  we  also  saw  the  continuation  of  Professor  Patel's  antics.  Speed  writing  2 
and  3,  otherwise  known  as  Medicinal  Chemistry  was  undoubtedly  one  of  our  greater  chal- 
lenges. We  were  still  yelling  for  Dhun,  and  we  were  receiving  a  lethal  dose  of  him.  All  things 
considered,  Dr.  Patel  was  certainly  one  of  the  most  popular  Instructors  we  had  during  our 
years  at  the  college.

In  fact  the  only  person 
who  could  make  him  angry  was  Nachmanson!  During  class  outbursts  he  was  quick  to  call 
for  our  Class  Sergeant  of  Arms,  Wayne  Corona.  Unfortunately  it  was  usually  Wayne  who  was 
making  the  noise. 

The  year  ended  on  a  happy  note.  The  whole  class  met  at  Steak  and  Brew  for  a  big  celebration. 
There  was  a  lot  to  celebrate-WE  WERE  SENIORS  ! ! ! ! ! ! 
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light  feeling  in  our  hearts.  The  worst  was  over  and  it  finally  seemed  as  though  peace  had  returned 
to  Columbia. 

In  our  last  year  we  encountered  an  old  friend— Dr.  Matthew  Wiener.  He  taught  us  what  we  wanted 
to  learn.  He  was  honest  in  his  approach  and  realistic  in  his  objectives.  He  was  a  combination  Scien- 
tist-Sociologist. Together  with  Dr.  Joseph  Romano  and  Dr.  Joseph  Satkowsky  we  were  taught 
what  Pharmacy  was  and  helped  to  decide  what  we  wanted  it  to  be.  We  will  always  be  in  their  debt. 

We  also  were  involved  in  a  one  year  sequence  in  Behavioral  Sciences. cThe  course  was  a  compela- 
tion  of  bad  planning,  poor  preparation,  and  irrelevant  material.  The  college  shunned  our  attempts 
to  rectify  this  situation.  As  usual,  in  their  divine  wisdom,  they  reinstated  Dr.  Simon  for  another 
term.  At  a  time  when  the  need  for  additional  Pharmacology  courses  was  apparent  it  was  criminal  to 
have  wasted  our  time  in  this  manner. 

In  our  last  term  we  got  the  opportunity  to  play  Doctor.  It  was  off  to  Lenox  Hill,  Montefiore,  and' 
Mount  Sinai,  armed  with  almost  five  years  of  college  training.  Some  found  their  experiences  hu- 
miliating, but  all  found  them  satisfying.  We  were  almost  there!  !! 

It  is  a  shame  that  a  story  such  as  this  has  to  end  on  a  sour  note.  In  November  of  '73  the  college  an- 
nounced that  its  planned  affiliation  with  City  University  had  been  terminated.  Three  months  later 
the  American  Council  of  Pharmacy  Education  ordered  that  the  college's  accreditation  be  taken 
away  effective  July  1, 1974.  At  the  time  this  book  goes  to  press  we  still  do  not  know  the  fate  of  the 
two  classes  we  left  behind.  ^ 


On  the  afternoon  of  May  15, 1974  the  history  of  the  Class  of  '74  became  just  that.  It  does  not  mat- 
ter that  our  effect  on  the  college  will  not  stand  the  test  of  time.  What  matters  is  that  during  the  past 
five  years  this  school  significantly  changed  our  lives,  and  we  in  turn  helped  to  change  the  college. 

This  was  the  spirit  of  1974.
